Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an agreement was 
reached, or any other comments: Applicant proposed cancelling claims 61-66 and incorporating the limitations of 
claims 15 and 19 into claim 14 to overcome the Kessler reference. Applicant asserts that the shape of the upper 
region is novel over the prior art and will provide experimental data in the next Response that illustrates Kessler does 
not inherently teach the first region comprising at least about 80 vol. % of the gel. The Examiner agreed to consider 
these amendments .
